Fifth Air Force fighter-bombers 
delivered lethal blows at Commu­ 
nist reinforcem ents moving down 
from the M anchurian border along 
a 20»mile highway stretch near j 
Yu won j in. 
Attack 20 Miles of Troops 
An official announcement said 
bombs, rockets and aerial gunfire 
were poured upon these enemy 
groups rolling 
toward 
the 
Red 
Staging base of Hunchon behind j 
the North Korean central battle | 
sector. The bulletin said “20 miles 1 
of troops” were attacked 
This follow'ed a smashing Sun­ 
day strike by low-flying planes in 
close support 
of South 
Korean 
Sixth Division troops which had 
been forced back two and half 
m iles by a powered attack between 
Kunuri and Tokchon. 
Strike Telling Blows 
The participating airmen w'ere 
credited with killing about 1,000 
troops and thus enabling the South 
Koreans to check the Communist 
onslaught—at least tem porarily— 
by Sunday night. 
More than 40 Superforts struck 
• telling blow at the enemy’s inter­ 
national communications Monday 
afternoon when they knocked down 
the first span on the Korean side 
of a Yalu river bridge at Sinuiju 
Both of Sinuiju’s rail-highway 
bridges connecting the northw est 
Korean frontier city with Man­ 
churia’s Antung across the Yalu 
thus were blasted out of operation 
Within 48 hours.

Councilman Joseph F. Medure 
walked out of council meeting held j 
in city hall today because none of 
his councilmanic colleagues would 
second 
his 
resolution 
extending 
rent control from January 1, 1951, 
to July 1. 
But before he departed from 
council chambers he rem arked that 
he would refuse to vote favorably 
for the proposed amusement tax 
and employes pay increase, which, 
if carried out, imperils plans for 
balancing the 1951 budget. 
Prior to “taking a walk”, sim ilar 
one taken by Mayor John F Haven 
and Councilman Richard I. Davis 
recently. Mr. Medure presented a 
resolution which was read by City 
Clerk Jack Fritz. 
Resolution Presented 
The resolution, in brief, declared 
there is a shortage of housing ac­ 
commodations here and authorized 
that the housing expeditor of this 
federal district be appraised of the 
shortage. 
Solicitor R. M. White ruled that 
the resolution w'as prepared in con­ 
formity of law', and that the idea of 
rent control, w'hich has been left 
by congress to municipalities, was 
to prevent evictions. 
He term ed the act a war mea­ 
sure, which is to expire next July. 
No member of council offered % 
second to the Medure resolution, 
whereupon he arose in his seat, 
and said:

Th# election result* have now been dissected, analyzed and inter­ 
preted by a vast number of more or less profound dissectors, analysts 
and interpreters. 
Naturally, not all of these agree. 
Certainly they

Instances of anyone ever winning a political argument anywhere. 


However, certain things seem plain. 
Beyond question the out­ 
standingly significant and most Important of these is the great victory 
(upward of 430,000 majority) of Senator Taft in Ohio.

country there is relief and rejoicing at this among Democrats as well 
as Republicans who fully grasped what was involved in the anti-Taft 
fight.

This is practically certain, council having voted unofficially, Friday» 
four to one for the tax, Councilman Davis dissenting. 
This brings up an interesting question. 
The city claims it can fax anything not now taxed by the state. 
At preseot, a tax of five per cent is paid on boxing and mat 
admissions. 
However, the city claims this tax is merely for the purpose of 
maintaining the commission which governs the sports, hence they« in­ 
tend to impose the 10 per cent tax on boxing and wrestling. 
This means that fans will pay more to see the sports in 1951 than 
they did in 1950—unless it is ruled that the five per cent now paid is 
an actual tax. 
Another phase of the amusement tax is that the city may levy a 
tax on football, but it is said that under the law it cannot compel high 
school officials to collect the city amusement tax. 
However, the school system may not require the city to provide 
a tax collector, because the city now collects wage tax for the school 
district out of which a portion goes to the schools. The school system 
pays a part of the wage bureau's maintenance. 


THOUSANDS OF FANS are expected to crowd into Hot Springs 
when cock fighting season opens this month. Cock fighting—once ex­ 
tremely popular in ancient Greece and Rome—is legal in Hot Springs, 
although open wagers are taboo. Cock fighting generally is banned 
throughout the United States. Several raids occurred in New Castle 
vicinity years ago and no “mains” are held here now. However, several 
owners of game cocks enter them in “mains" outside the state. In a 
scheduled bout, cocks have metal spurs, called gaffs, attached to their 
legs. Each set of gaffs is engineered according to how the individual 
cock makes his assault. When one of the fowls is floored the referee 
counts over him much the same as in prize ring, only to be counted 
out, a bird must go down for one 12-second and three successive 10- 
second periods. Gamecocks often die fighting. Hours of specialized 
training are spent readying the cock for contests. The more “game­ 
ness” the bird shows, the more valuable to its owner it becomes both 
as a fighter and a breeder.
